Most budgets depending upon 
student body funds will be much 
lower as a result of the 1951-52 
budgets approved by the student 
commission last Monday. Estimated 
income for this year was about $23,- 
500, but from es- 
timates submit- 
ted for next 
year, the stu- 
dent body will 
operate on al- 
most $5,000 less 
than this year. 

Some items, 
such as football, 
baseball, basket- 
ball and track 
could not be cut, so this meant 
other budgets would be hit even 
harder. The final result was that 
most budgets would be hit even 
harder. The final result was that 
most budgets were cut and some 
eliminated completely. 

As usual, football took the big- 
gest slice of the funds available. 
The gridders will work on $5,130 
as opposed to a figure of $5,990 for 
this season. This is a good invest- 
ment for the sport is counted upon 
to bring in about $7,650 next fall. 
This year $9,892.87 went into stu- 
dent. body coffers as a result of 
grid fans paying their money. 

Biggest single reason for the drop 
in estimated income is the pre- 
dicted drop in enrollment next 
year. As a result of this drop, in-

dent store profits, and La Reata 
sales are expected to drop. 

Several items were excluded from 
next year’s budgets, including com- 
mission rings, carnival orchestra, 
swimming, and badminton. F 

For the most part all these cuts 
will mean that various activities

Backed up by the size of high 
school graduating classes and the 
required cut in San Jose State Col- 
lege enrollment, Hartnell President 
John B. Lemos has predicted an 
enrollment of 800 in Hartnell Col- 
lege next year. +» 

The senior classes of many neigh- 
boring high schools, especially the 
smaller.ones, have shown a marked 
increase in size over last year’s, as 
shown by the senior visiting days. 

Another indication of enrollment 
increase is the fact that there are 
more §$.U.H.S. seniors registered 
now than ever before at this time. 

The cut: in enrollment to 5,000 
students at San Jose State is ex- 
pected to direct many lower divi- 
sion students to Hartnell. 

Average daily attendance at Hart- 
nell this year is 729 as compared 
to an actual enrollment of 650. 
This average is reached by multi- 
plying the actual attendance by 
one and one third; by doing this, 
junior colleges meet the difference 
in cost of educating a high school 
student and a college student. The 
state apportionment is based on 
the average daily attendance fig- 
ure.
